Mr. Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors, 
I have the honour to present my Annual Report for 1972. 


There has been a decrease in the number of births from 35 to 23, but 
the local adjusted rate 15.8 is still higher than the National Rate of 14.8, 


It is a matter for great satisfaction to reoord that there were no 
Stillbirths, or deaths of infants under the age of 1 year so the Stillbirth 
Rate and Infant Mortality Rate for the Borough of Hye are both NIL. This 
reflects both a high standard of health amongst the inhabitants and a high 
standard of medical and nursing care. 


There was a rise in the number of deaths and a slight rise in the local 
adjusted Death Rate to 8.7, but this is considerably lower than the rate for 
England and Wales which was 12.1. 


75«3% of deaths occurred in persons aged 75 years and over.
